The Mayor's Salary 


Mayor John W. Fry has seen fit to pro- 
test against what he regards as anomalies 
in the new civic salary schedule. He con- 
fesses his inability to understand why 
commissioners’ salaries are to be fixed at 
from $5,500 to $7,000 while the mayor's 
salary is to be raised from $5,222 only to 
$6,000. 

“Tt does seem peculiar to me,” said the 
mayor, “that the chief magistrate of a city, 
with all the responsibilities of the commis- 
sioners, should receive less salary.” 

If the chief magistrate of Edmonton is 
to assume equal administrative responsi- 
bility with the commissioners, Mayor Fry's 
point is perhaps wel] taken. But one is 
inclined to believe that the discrepancy is 
less the result of a calculated slur upon the 
magistracy than the result of a vague 
feeling that the duties of a mayor and the 
duties of a commissioner cannot or should 
not be regarded as exactly parallel. 

This latter view may run counter, in 
some respects, to the functions of a mayor 
as set forth in the charter. Nevertheless 
there is a tendency in North American 
cities to thus separate (and separate more 
widely as communities grow) the legisla- 
tive and administrative functions of civic 
officials, 

This tendency has taken some root in 
Edmonton. There is a well-defined feeling 
that, as Edmonton expands, the m s 
functions should become more excli 
legislative and less administrative. 

It ia doubtless this realization that has 
caused the framers of the projected salary 
schedule to disregard the necessity for any 
comparison or relationship between the 
salary of the mayor and the salaries of the 
commissioners

Home by Plane 


The most pressing duty that confronts 
the Canadian government today is to ar- 
range the repatriation of our pr ers of 
war in the Orient with the least possible 
delay. 

These boys, captives of the savage Jap- 
anese, have undergone hardships and dis- 
tress even more acute than those suffered 
by prisoners of war in Germany. Their re- 
latives, too, have been under painful 
anxiety because Japan did not subscribe 
to the conventions governing the treat- 
ment of prisoners of war nor to the inter- 
national] ministrations of the Red Cross 

It will be a tragedy if these men are not 
brought home at the first possible minute 

It is impossible to know if the suggest- 
jon is a feasible one or not. But the author- 
ities should seriously consider the practi- 
cability of bringing as many as possible 
home by transport planes. 

The use of planes in this regard would 
shorten the hardships of former prisoners 
by weeks. It would reduce the anxiety of 
relatives correspondingly.

London commentators state that 
by “the prerogatives of the Jap- 
anése Emperor as a Sovereign 
Ruler” the Tokyo broadcast on 
Japan's surrender offer presumably 
refers to the Emperor's constitu- 
tional position. This is defined in 
Chapter I of the 1889 Constitution 
from which extracts follow 

Article 1. “The empire of Japan 
shall be reigned over and governed 
by the line of Empérors unbroken 
for ages eternal.” 

Article 2 lays down the rule for 
succession by male descendents of 
the Imperial House 


Article 3 states the Emperor is) 


sacred and inviolable 
| According to Article 4, the Em- 
peror is the head of the Empire 
}combining in himself the rights of 
sovereignty, and exercises them ac- 
cording to the provisions of the 
present constitution 

Article 5 says the Emperor exer- 
cises legislative power with the 
{consent of the Imperial Diet 
| Under Article 6, the Emperor 
gives sanction to laws and orders 
them to be promulgated and 
l executed 
| Article 7 says “The Emperor con- 
jvokes the Imperial Diet, opens 
|closes and prorogues it, and dis- 
solves the House of Represent- 
| atives » 
| Article 8 and § deal with Im- 
perial Ordinances with the force 
of law that may be issued in an 
emergency 

Article 10 defines the Emperor's 
power of determining the organ- 
ization of the central administra- 
tion 

According to article 11, the Em- 
peror has supreme command of the 
Army and Navy 

Article 12 says the Emperor de- 
termines the organization and peace 
standing of the Army and Navy 

Article 13 states: “The Emperor 
declares war, makes peace and con- 
cludes treaties.” 


London commentators point out 
that the framers of the 1889 Con- 
stitution, while apparently granting 
Japan a form of Government based 
on western democratic models, un- 
der Article II deliberately gave the 
Imperial General Headquarters di- 
rect access to the Emperor. Pro- 
vision was also made for the War 
and Navy Ministers, who must be 
officers of their Services, to have 
similar direct access to the Em- 
peror. Hence the Japanese Govern- 
ment cannot issue orders to the 
Army and Navy, and any command 
to lay down arms must come from 
the Emperor personally, just as in 
19386 his personal intervention was 
needed to bring about suppression 
of the Army mutiny 

Regarding the divinity attributed 
to the Emperor, it is pointed out in 
London that the restoration of the 
Emperor in 1868, and the 1889 Con- 
stitution, followed a period charac- 
terized by varying degrees of local 
allegiance to feudal rulers, while 


ithe Imperial House, though vener- 


ated, had ‘played no part in national 
life. In order to focus popular al- 
legiance on the new central author- 
ity, the Japanese leaders thén be- 
gan a deliberate process of indoc- 
trination, whereby the Emperor, al- 
ready endowed with a mystic aura 
through his remoteness from public 
affairs, should be conceived of in 
the popular mind as an almost 
divine being, descended from an- 
cestors whose lineage was derived 
from the gods whom—myth declar- 
ed—-created Japan 

The early Japanese animistic 
creed was combined with the deep- 
rooted custom of ancestor worship 
in the development of the new con- 
ception of Shinto as a state cult (as 
distinct from personal Shintoism 
in which the Emperor, being a con- 
stitutional monarch, is also the su- 
preme parent of the people and the 
priests who worship divine an- 
cestors on their behalf. This con- 
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ception so accorded with traditiona) 
popular beliefs, that now a great 
number of Japanese regard 
Emperor as possessing divine attr). 
butes, while most others conven- 
tionally subscribe to this doctrine, 

London commentators stress jt 
would be difficult in the last resort 
to estimate how deeply rooted these 
beliefs are, since they are largely 
the result of artificial propaganda 
for the past eighty years, and only 
partly based on genuine historical! 
traditions; but that the Japanése 
tradition of obedience to the fami! 
and community finds a counterpart 
on the national level in loyalty to 
the Emperor—the father of hia 
peopie 

The following are brief biograph- 
ital details of Hirohito. Born 29th 
of April, 1901, grandson of Meiji, 
the first of Japan's modern Em- 
perors, he was educated at the 
Peers’ College, which he left at the 
age of thirteen for a specially creai- 
ed “Institute of Learning,” where 
he lived with his tutors. In 1921, 
Hirohito visited England in the 
course of a tour of Errope. In 1922, 
he became Regent, end in 1927 suc- 
ceeded to the throne, choosing as 


the 


his “reign title’ Showa, which 
means “enlightened peace.” He 
married Princess Nagake in 1924, 


by whom he has an eleven-year-old 
son, Crown Prince Akihito, and 
four daughters. His public life has 
been described as that of “the 
figurehead of a ship which fe has 
no power to steer.” 

In private, he is known to be of 
remarkably frugal habits, while in 
attending to affairs of state he has 
the reputation of being a hard and 
methodical worker. In peacetime 
he used to devote much leisure to 
the hobbies of marine biology and 
mendelism. He has invested hea, 
ily in Japanese industrial enter- 
prises, the Imperial House possess- 
ing vast estates in addition to its 
annual income from the civil list

Coupled with the growing need 
has been a sharp decrease in world 
output of foodstuffs other than 
meat, such as fats and oils, sugar 
rice and dairy products 

This reduced output is due to a 
variety of causes—general disorgan- 
ization resulting from years of war, 
manpower shortages on the farms 
the shortage of fertilizers in some 
areas, and natural causes over 
which there is no control, such as 
the droughts which have affected 
important food producing areas 
such as Australia rgentine, South 
Africa, and parts of the Caribbean 
area 

Experience in this war has 
proved that a much higher level of 


nutrition is required for the civil- 
ian populations who have borne the 
brunt of war production. In the 


United States and Canada the aver- 
age level of civilian consumption in 
1944 was about 3,300 calories a day 
and in Britain, 2,925. People en- 
gaged in heavy work in these coun- 
tries consume in excess of 4,000 ca)- 
ories per day

For Occupation 


Fixed by Allies | 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—/AP) 
—The four major Allies in the 
war against Germany—Britain, 
the United States, Russia and 
France — officially announced 
yesterday the boundaries of their 
respective occupation zones in 
the Reich. 


In general they followed the an- 
ticipated lines, although the zone 
allotted to France fell far short of 
fulfilling official French aspira- 
tions. 

Britain and the United States, 
however, have agreed to review the 
assignment of zones among them- 


selves and France “at a later stage | 


in the Allied occupation of Ger- 
many,” it was announced 


RUHR FOR BRITISH 


British forces will occupy the in- 
dustrially-rich Ruhr and France 
will get only the southern half of 
the Rhineland province. In a@dition, 
the capital cities—the major com- 
munications arteries—of four prov- 
inces which the French partially 
occupy will be included in the 
British and American zones 

These provincial capitals are 
Darmstadt in Hesse; Karlsrhue 
in Baden, and Stuttgart in Wur- 
temberg, all in the American zone, 
and Coloane in the British-occu- 
pied upper Rhineland. The 
American zone, a substantial por- 


tien of southern Germany, in- 
cludes all or most of the prov- 
inces of Bavaria, Wurtemberg, 


Hesse and Hesse-Nassau 

Under terms of the Potsdam com 
munique, the Polish provisional 
government will administer former 
German territories east of a line 
running south from the Baltic sea 
just west of Swinemunde. Along 
the Oder River to the Niesse, then 
along the western Neisse to the 
Crechoslovakian border. 


OCCUPY EAST PRUSSIA 


The Poles also will occupy all 
of East Prussia not assigned to
